Carlisle, Indiana-The spirit of community service at its best was displayed today, during the graduation 
of 79 PLUS (Purposeful Living Units Serve) participants at the Wabash Valley Correctional Facility.  

A major project for the faith and character based housing unit involves making quilts for Indiana 
families who lost a loved one in Afghanistan or Iraq.   
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99 quilts were presented to representatives of the United States Army during a special ceremony at the 
maximum-security facility.   The U.S. Army will now help distribute the memorial quilts.
